During the month of January there were received at the Library, by purchase, 
1,298 volumes and 367 pamphlets; by gift, 1,450 volumes and 3,039 pamphlets; 
and by exchange, 245 volumes and 6,952 pamphlets. 

There were catalogued 4,386 volumes and 2,987 pamphlets, for which purpose 
7,228 cards and 1,036 slips for the printer were written, while 3,235 slips were 
written and given to the machine copyist, and 13,840 cards were received from 
the machine copyist.

The more important gifts of the month were: From S. P. Avery, 53 volumes, 

2 pamphlets and 228 prints, of which gift 33 volumes comprised a collection of 

over 1,600 etchings by Daniel Nicholas Chodowiecki, dating from the latter 
half of the 18th Century, including his illustrations for many books published 

during that period; in addition to their interest as engravings they are of great 

value as records of middle-class life and manners of the time. Also, from the 

Mayor of Bordeaux, 12 volumes of the reports presented to the Municipal Council - 
of Bordeaux, 1889 to 1898, Procés-verbaux, 1900, Budget, rg0r1; from R. R. 

Bowker, a miscellaneous collection of fiction, theology, etc., amounting to 193 

volumes and 135 pamphlets; from Paul Dana, 6 volumes and 302 pamphlets; from 

Dr. Robert L. Dickinson, the inkstand and scissors used by William Cullen Bryant 

when editor of the Evening Post; from the Evening Post, 204 volumes and 361 

pamphlets; from George Fischer, a collection of German historical fiction, amount- 

ing to 278 volumes; from B. D. Grinchenko, of Chernigov, Russia, ‘‘ Literatura

of Salvador, a collection of Salvador documents, amounting to 36 volumes, 51 

pampalets, and 9 plans; from Mrs. E. M. Townsend, the first volume of *‘ Chapter 
Sketches, Connecticut Daughters of the Revolution”; and from the City of 
Trieste, Austria, 5 volumes and 6 pamphlets, being documents of the City and 
Province of Trieste. 
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From the Jersey City Public Library was received, by exchange, an important 
file of documents relating to the water supply of New York City, covering the years 
1840-48, and for those years completing the series of New York water reports; 
there were included also a few odd pieces for earlier years and many for Brooklyn 
in the 50’s, which, together with those in the Ford Collection, make the literature 
in the Library relating to the water supply of New York and Brooklyn a large and 
valuable one. 

At the Lenox Building there was opened on January 2d a collection of about 
335 volumes illustrative of the literature of music, together with a selection of 
autograph letters of the great composers, music caricatures, etc. The exhibition 
of lithographs by Fantin-Latour and of etchings by Egusquiza_ has been continued; 
at the Astor Branch were exhibited plates from ‘ Tréasures and Masterpieces of 
Art at the Paris Exposition (1900),” presented by Mrs. Henry Draper, and five 
Chinese wood engravings (colored by hand) representing the defeat of the for- 
eigners by the Boxers, presented by Dr. J. O. Skinner.
